I advised Mr. Goulding that we were not cutting out all college 
recruitment on campuses but as a temporary measure we were meeting with 
students in Federal buildings in areas where trouble was anticipated, or 
wherever requests had been made by universities. I pointed out that the 
Agency, along with others, had been receiving quite a bit of publicity as a 
result of the various actions on campuses, and that recruitment in Federal 
buildings tended to have less publicity. Mr. Goulding talked to Mr. Paul 
Quinn, the Washington representative of the College Placement Council 
Association, while I was still with him and was able to satisfy his questions.
